‘By Adiniral tho Hon. Sir E. R. Fremantle, 
“4 UC.B., C.M.G.: (Commander.in-Chief 
in China, 1892 to-1896), 

Hongkong, our only colony in the Far 
Fast till we leawd Wei-hai-wei in 1898, ia 
invaluable to the British Empire, Its geo- 
graphical position, its. fine harbour, ite 
large commercial interests make it admir- 
ably adapted for the situation of our chief 
naval arsenal ani coaling station in Eastern 
eas. 

Before giving statistics of tho colony, it 
may be interesting to consider how Hong- 
kung firat camo into our possession. 

Undoubtedly the answer is, ‘by the 
outural development of the Empire,’ which 
sounds eaweet reasonablencsa to the racca 
inhabiting Great or Greater Britain, but 


_| which is not viewed in quite the same light 


by our rivala in trade and Empire, or by 
loss civilised tacta, who ato warned & ‘ give 
place,’ ‘Iam reminded of an oll New 
Zealand chief, mmed Té-hen-hea, who , at 


} the time to which I refer, some forty years 


ago, held. a quati-independence neat Lake 
Taupo in New Zealand. The Governor, 
the late Sir George Grey, paid him s visit 
when the following conversation took place. 
Te-hea-hoa askel pointedly, ‘Has not your 
Queon 6 great many Islands?’ und on Sir 
George replying in tho affirmative, hosdded, 
‘ond how did the come by them?’ to 
which the reply was that she had inherited 
mést of them, But the chief was not 


aatisfied, and he gave his own version as 
followa—* Ti tell you how sho came by 
them. She firstsent the black-coated peo- 
plo who told the Mavris to bury their 
“4 meris” and tonahawks and give up fight- 
ing, and thon sho sent the red-conted peu. 
ple who tuok the country.’ Now [ men- 
tion this as it is tuo often the practico to 
put down every trouble in distant countries 
to the disturbing influence of the aission- 
aries, and however thia might apply to 
New Zeatand, it certainly had nothing to 
do.with our posession of Hongkony. No: 
Trade, which, chough » yreut civilising in- 
fluence, has als been the case of most of 
the wars from the sixteenth to tho nine- 
teenth centuries, was undoubtedly the sole 
factor in the China traubles, which calusiu- 
ated in tho first Chi a war, and the ccssion 
of Hongkong to Great Britain, 

To return to Hongkong. In tho die- 
putes which preaded the Opium War, 1841- 
43, tho island of Hongkong was cated tu 
Great Britain ly the Treaty af Chuenpi, 
the object of theChinese Government being 
to give the hated foreigner a barren island 
which could be boycotted at sill, and to re- 
nove him from Canton. 

The ishind wat accordingly taken pusses- 
sion of on Janus 6, 1841, but the cession 
was immediate’ -~ cinded, Kishen, tho 
Ohinese Vicervy,. ing an order toexter- 
minate the ‘hak arood of barbarians.” 
Hongkong, hov remined in our. 
hands, and was! ceded to Great Bri- 
tain by the Trenty cars king, August 29, 
1843, at the consdusion of the war, . 

Space will notallow of my dealingat any 
lougth with the early history of Hongkong, 
but it was Jookel ‘upon by the Chinoso as 
an insignificant island, swith a population 
prior ty cur-+ceupation of less than 2,000, 
engaged inainly in fishing a: racy. About 
1806-1) the presont Victoria Penk, 1,774 ft. 
high,. formed ‘the lwok-out and firtified 
headquarters, of Chang Pao, a notorious 
pirate, who. was eventually bouzht over 
by the Vicersy of Canton, in accordance 
with tho usual Chinese method of dealing 
with troublesone characters. : 

It is interesting to remark ‘that the 
mune Hongkong is derived from the 
present Port uf Abordeen on the south of 
tho island, which was named Heung Kong 
(it. the Port of Fragrance) ty the 
fishermen. 

Stati: —Lit me bow give some statis 
tics of the present culony which govs by the 
pane of Hongkong. Victoria dt. 22° 16 
N., Jong. 114° 1) the capital of Hong. 
kong, is situated on the north side 
of the island, facing the “fine land- 
Iwked harbour between the island and 
Kaulung on the mainland. It is 1,440 
miles from Singspore, 840 from Shanghai, 
1,380 from Tisntsin, 1,300 from Port 
Arthur, 1,670 from Viadivostock, and 1,074 
from Nayass 

Climat ~ just ins‘de the tropics, 
tho climate is naturally warm, and daring 
the S.W. menaoon in the summer months + 
it is often oppresively hot, the highland of 
the island interepting the'sea breeze, and 
as this is the-raily scason a thermemetrical 
height ‘of 99 is almost, unbearable, But 
Hongkong has a winter, and in the N.E. 
monsoon between November and April it is 
piensantly coo] and usually dry. On weca- 
sions ice has ewn been known to form at 
*the Peak,’ whicli is now the residence of 
many European families, but this isso rare 
that f remembit hearing that the Chinese 
hnd attempted to preserve the ico aga 
curiosity ! 

Tuphoons. — 
typhoons (lit., big wind) often of a violent 
character; thes cccur in tho summur 
months, July teOctober. * July stand by, 
August you must, September rensmber, 
October all over’ is the suilor’s rhyme in 
China sedis, but Nctober should he included. 
‘Tt was in October, 1892, that tho P.and 0. 
[steamer Bokham was wrecked during o 
typhoon ‘on the Pescadores in the Formosa 
Channel. 2 

Aven und Populution.—By the treaty of | 
1843 we only caupied the island of Hong- 
kong, but after the second China war of 
1860, some portion of the mainland opposite 
Hongkong wasatded to the Colony; still 
tho area of the whole old Colony, prior to 
1899, amounted to Tess than thirty-two 
square tiles; ty the additions made in that 
year ineludi ainiand and iskinds the 
total area was inceeased to 407 square miles” 
of Hand, to which’ should be added 724 
aquare miles of water teeming with buats 
and junks. ‘Tle population is computed at 
360,000,°in which ure included 16,000 
Europeans (neatly 7.000 of whom sre due 
to the army and navy and. their fumilies), 
and a boat and junk population of. avarly 


85,000.

A large scheus of extension is now in 
progress. as the Following figures show.

Besides the mval yard there are large 
mercantile eatadiahnients nt Kaulung , be- 
longing to the Hongkong and Whampoa 
Deck Co. in shich aro soveral docka, 
as shown in tha list , -helaw,. and 
with all the plant necessary for the repair of 
ships and machinery. Tho Admiralty dock 

rtly paid for by tho Admiralty, and 
British men-of-wr have a prior claim to bo 
docked there, Tho Centurion and the 
Powerful have hen docked in the Admiral- 
ty dock; but owing to the strong tides at 
theentrance andthe small margin in thecaso 
of guch a large vasel, it was not considered 
advisablo to dock H. BM 8, Vietorious at 
Hongkong, and she was docked at the Jap- 
aneso: naval yari of Yokosuka, There are 
also docks at Abirdeon, an the south side of

When the works in the naval yard. are 
completed, Hongkong will be well provided

Sir,— With reference to the assult apor 
ino by Sumiyeshi *kurumaya,' of which you 
published particulars some time ago, it may 
interest you to hear that I have abandoned 
the charge of assault which [ preferred. 

My reasons for doing sv ‘wore ns fol- 
lows i— 3 

1, During the preliminary enquiry held 
by the procurator yesterday I learned that 
counter charger of assault had been or 
would be lodged against me, and that the 
fact that the coolies struck tho firat blows 
nud that I acted only in self-defence would 
pot help me whether I was. accuser ‘or 
accused. ae ee ; 

2. The only evidence in my favour con- 

sisted of my own unsupported statemonte, 
while two mon who yorterday gave evid- 
euce in direct cuntradiction to mine cur- 
ruborated each other exactly. 
, Under these citcumstances it became 
obvious that if I persevered with my charges 
I should only make a fool of myself and 
serve no useful purpose. " 

Taw not writing to you ta Somplain of 
the law, orof the way in which it is ad- 
osinistered, Lut simply by way of warning 
to other foreigners, 7 : 

I certainly thought T Had» strong caso 
avainst the coolies, and very likely others’ 
thought the same, but tho euntrary turns 
out to be tho case. 

Any hupe of redress agnipst extortionate 
rickshnmen appears to be further off than 
evor, and their almost invariable rapacity 
insolence and laziness or incapacity seam 
tu be inevitable and unpunishable.—Yours 
truly,
